APACHE ASSASSINS. 


Marauding Redskins at Their Devilish 
Work in New Mexico. 


DENVER, August 12.—The Tribune’s Las 
Vegas special says: The news ofthe murder 
of seven persons at Elrieta was received at 
Albuquerque late last night. A special train 
containing forty well-armed men left Albu— 
querque vesterday for the scene of the depre- 
d: tiers; also, another train of fifty and one 
hundred armed men left there 
at 4 o lock this morning for 
the same place. Telegrams order- 
ing others are coming into Albuquerque 
from all quarters. The following was re- 
ceived to-day: 

ELRIETA, N. M., August 11, 2 . Mm.—A 
Pueblo Indian arrived at midnight and says 
the Indians massacred his wife and two chil- 
dren, He started on a pony ,with a compan- 
ion on a burro. The man on the burro is 
supposed to have been killed, as he has not 
yet been beard from. The Mexicans and Pu- 
eblo Indians have been scouting the 
country all night. Scouts arrived early 
this morning and report a band encamped 
at Salt Springs, fifteen miles from here. The 
company which came from Albuquerque is 
unable to do anything on account of not hav- 
ing horses. A squad of troops came from 
Fort Wingate this morning and a few started 
out on a scout. It is thought Tranquiilo 
Luno, who left Los Lunos with a 
company of men a day or two ago, 
is driving the Indians this way. 
The Apaches are now reported in full force 
about fifteen miles south of Acoma Station. 
Several ranches have been destroyed anda 
number of men are killed and missing, A 
Coma Indian was captured bythe Apaches 
lastevening but escaped. He said the Apa- 
ches will move in two parties, that one would 
strike the gailroad near McCarty, the other 
east of Laguna. Sixty Laguna scouts are out, 
forty of whom are mounted.

What is the Matter With the Pulse? 
Special to the P'ost-IMspateh. 

WASHINGTON, August 12.— The pulse, tem- 
perature and respiration of the President is 
exactly the same this morning as yesterday 
comparatively. These indications are about 
as well balanced as they have been during 
the greater part of his sickness, with 
a slight increase in each. The pulse 
is only a little more quickened than usual. 
At the morning examination before the last 
operation the respiration is one higher and 
temperature 2-10 degrees above normal. 
The physicians insist that the temperature 
and respiration are in the normal range, but 
what is the matter with the pulse, especially 
when the fever is reported to have gone down? 
Dr. Bliss says it is due to debility. 
Then bow long is this debility to last, and will 
not the patient get bed-ridden? To such 
questions as these the doctors return favor- 
able answers. Yet this morning Dr. Bliss 
says yesterday was a Satisfactory day to him. 
To-day starts just the same, and he 
still feels satisfied. But where is 
the improvement that was looked for? 


Dr. Barnes answers this by saying that the 

eneral condition 1s improved, and all other 
indications are normal and a high pulse is not 
(dangerous. Dr. Reyburn says he had hoped 
to see aslower pulse to-day, and is not sure 
but that he will yet, and he says the Presi- 
dent is undoubtedly rallying, although slower, 
perhaps, than it was thought he would. Dr. 
Hamilton has nothing to say this morning, 
except that there is nothing alarming in his 
condition. The pus continues to flow to the 
satisfaction of all the physicians and there is 
no indication of any serious complications in 
the case. All are cheerful at the White 
House. 

The President had a nap after the morning 
dressing, and appears as well as yesterday. 
Gen. Swain saysthe President is all right. 
Col. Rockwell says he certainly seems to be.

Gov. Blackburn’s Views. 

LOUISVILLE, August 12.—The Lexington 
reporter of the Courier-Journal has hada talk 
with Gov. Blackburn, who is a prominent re- 
tired physician, and during quite a lengthy 
talk on various topics, the condition of Presi- 
dent Garfield was mentioned. Said Gov. 
Blackburn: „I thought at the time the Pres- 
ident was shot his wound would prove mortal. 
I still think so. He will undoubtedly die. I 
believe the ball was deflected and struck the 
spinal column, affecting the great nerve. 
Nothing else could account for the pains in 
his feet. This thing vou noticed in 
the papers about their getting 
him to sign his name in order to test his 
nerves is all foolishness. It is my opinion 
that they got his name signed for the purpose 
of calling Congress together in the event of 
his death.” In this connection your corre- 
spondent will state that he had conversations 
with two other surgeons of this city who ex- 
pressed the opinion that the President’s weak- 
ness is largely due tothe fact that he has not 
been furnished with enough strengthening 
food. One of them is of the opinion that the 
tone of the President’s stomach has been im- 
paired by too many hypodermie injections of 
morphia. 


Prepared for the President. 
WASHINGTON, August 12.—Secretarv Hunt, 
accompanied by Harry Garfield and some 
other friends, sailed in the United States 
steamer Dispatch for Norfolk to-day. 
The United States steamship Talapoosa, 
which has been undergoing repairs and fit-

ting for the past month, will be manned to- 
morrow. A suite of rooms has beea pre-

A 
steam heating apparatus is being placed in 
the President’s quarters whereby the four 
rooms can be kept perfectly dry and warm. 
This arrangement is said to be principally 
for use during the continuance of foggy or 
wet weather, 
DR. BLISS POISONED. 

When Dr. Bliss returned to the White 
House to attend the midday exam- 
ination to-day he carried his right 
arm in a sling. Upon being 
asked? the cause thereof, the doctor said: 
‘*T have received a little pus poisoning.’’ 
Furtber inquiry elicited the information that 
during the operation which was performed 
on the President on Monday morning last the 
Doctor accidentally struck the instrument 
which bad been used to make the incision, 
receiving asmail cut on his forefinger. The 
wound, although slight, became irritated, 
andis now considerably swollen, and itis 
supposed that with the cut he received some 
of the pus Which had adhered to the instru- 
ment. 


ON THE TRAIL. 
Nana the Apache Closely Pressed by 
Scouts and Troops. 

DENVER, August 11.—Tribune’s Santa Fe 
special says: Nana' and his band of Indians 
are moving southwest evidently endeavoring 
to skip through the scouts into Mexico, he 
being closely pressed by Yuilfoyle, who on 
the fourth fonnd two dead herders near the 
Ojo DeLatierra and who struck the band on 
the evening of the same day. After some 
fighting, in which two men were wounded 
and the troops captured eleven horses, the 
Indians left. [At night yesterday Nana 
attacked Garcia’s Ranche, twelve miles from 
the Elitoon, Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
killing tive men and two boys, and then 
movedon southwest, evidently for the Rto 
Geumala, where the volunteer 
company under Delegate Troquillius 
is scouting. Three companies of in- 
fantry have been stationed along the Atlantic 
and Pacilic railroad to guard the same. 
Besides Guilfoyle’s detachments’ there 
are two other of cavalry. 
Scouts south of Nana are looking for 
him, and it is hoped his retreat will 
be cut off. Napa was joined by at 
least thirty Navajoes aud travels 
fast driving nearly 100 horses and shooting 
juded animals. Some mescaleros are out on 
the Jarnado Del Murto and yesterday 
aitacked some section hands near 
Rinear. Gen, Hatch dispatched Lieut. 
Taylor with forty scouts after them and a re- 


port this evening states the scouts struck a! 


hot trail. Capt. Cooney, who, with two ¢5m- 
panies of troops, is guarding Mesealaro, 
the Apache reservation, reports Chief Ramor 
Chiquita, with twenty warriors, returning to 
the reservation.

England. 

LONDON, August 12.—Gladstone’s health 
has somewhat suffered from the worries of 
the land bill. His appearance last night ex- 
cited sympathy and some concern among his 
friends. 

FAILED.

THE LAND BILL. 

LONDON, August 12.—Tne vote in the 
Commons last night erroneously reported as 
on Lord Cairns’ amendment concerning un- 
fair and unreasonable leases was on Lord 
Lansdowne’s amendment to omit the proviso 
that at the expiration of the existing leases 
the lessees shall be tenants of present ordi- 
nary yearly tenancies at, the rents and subject 
to the conditions of their leases. After the vote 
by which this amendment was rejected, 
Low, the Attorney-General for Ireland, 
proposed to amend the words “thus restored 
by giving power of resumption in case of a 
reversionary lease, and when the landlord de- 
sires bona fide to occupy the holding.“ The 
first amendment was accepted, but Parnell, 
Healy and others warmly opposed the second, 
Healy remarking that resumption by the 
landlord would be regarded as 
eviction. Healy proceeded to speak 
of the dirty work of the lords, and described 
them as hereditary enemies of the Trish 
people. After a warm discussion Low’s 
amendment was assented to by a vote of 285 
to 56. 

On clause} 25, which defines the “num- 
ber of tenants competent to purchase an 
estate. An amendment was proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone and agreed to, according to which, 
under certain circumstances, half the tenants 
may be competent. A number of obstructive 
motions were resorted to because Mr. Low 
proposed to add to Parnell's restored 
amendment relative to the stay of 
proceedings in action for rent, 
aproviso that the court must be satisfied 
thatthe judicial rent will be fixed within a 
reasonable period, not exceeding three 
months. Low’s proviso was carried—210 to 
34. The Irish members then moved amend- 
ments for further extension of the period for 
tiling rents, Parnell declaring that the Gov- 
ernment was attempting to carry out the 
views of the lords in an underhand manner. 

BRADLAUGH. 

LONDON, August 12.— The condition of 
Bradlaugh is unimproved, and his friends 
fear the disease may result in death. 

Ireland. 

DUBLIN, August 12.—PFarnell, writing to 
the editor of United Ireland, a new pa- 
per in the interest of the Land League, says: 
am much pleased that you intend to make 
the development of the industrial resources 
of the country and the encouragement of na- 
tive manufactures the leading#feature in 
vour paper. I think the time fast approach- 
ing when we might do much to assist in the 
re-establishment of Irish manufactures by 
encouraging our people to use home- 
made in preference to English-made 
goods. I am disposed to believe, 
in regard to articles not at 
present manufactured to an extent lat home 
we might use the products of American 
factories. This would tend to act as an indi- 
rect protection to Irish manufactures. It 
would encourage the origination of works for 
the purpose of manufacturing such articles 
at home. The organization which the land 
movement has fostered would be very im- 
portant in assisting such a movement. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas W. Croke, Arch bishop of 
Cashel], also writes to the same paper urging 
the editor to encourage Irish industry in 
preference to patronizing foreign goods.

as to the situation in those counties, but the 
entire soutbern portion of the State, south of 
the line of the St. Louis, Vandalia and Terre 
Haute Railroad,is similarly affected. Sena- 
tor Tanner, after expressing surprise that so 


little had been said about the appalling 
condition of the drouth and _ crop 
prospects in Southern Illinois, said that even 
the people living there did not begin to ap- 
preciate their situation. Asa rule the farm- 
ers in this State have had good crops. Last 
year they either sold off their surplus corn 
and fed it to the bogs, and as a rule were de- 
pending on this year’s crop for subsistence. 
There are many fine farms of 200 acres and 
over in the State from which not a dollar will 
be realized this year. ‘The effect of the 
drouth on the growing crops has been sim- 
In the territory described and 
in portions of some of the counties north of 
the Vandalia toad there has 
NOT BEEN A DROP OF RAIN 

since June 30th. During this time the heat 
has been very oppressive, the thermometer 
being from 90 up as high as 109, with only oc- 
casional exceptions. The highest int was 
reached on Monday and Tuesday of this week, 
when for several hours each day 
a hot wind prevailed that wilted 
every species of vegetation, even the leaves 
on the trees being crisped. The oldest set- 
tlersisay that the heat and droutb this sea- 
son have been unprecedented, being much 
worse than in the famous 

year of 1891, when 
there was a 2 wheat and oat crop and 
plenty of prairie grass. Judging from his 
personal observation and the reports he has 
received from others, Senator Tanner esti- 
mates that the yield will 
NOT EXCEED THREE TO FIVE BUSHELS AN 

ACRE 
about a quarter of an average yield and of 
poor quality. Theoat crop is about half an 
average yield and hay about half a crop, 
while corn is a complete failure. Inthe en- 
tire belt the acreage pianted will not yield an 
average of one bushel to the acre. All 
kinds of vegetation are an entire 
failure, The pastures aave been dried 
up for more than three weeks, all species 
of vegetation being as dry as if it was in De- 
cember. In addition to this the parened 
condition of the grass and stubble results 
IN NUMEROUS FIRES, 

and large sections of the country adjoining 
the main line and branches of the Ohio and 
er mane road have been burned over. 
Being asked what the effect upon the people 
of these unexpected calamities would be, the 
Senator stated that farmers would have to 
sell off all their surplus stock (for 
whatever it would bring and ship 
it out of the country. They were 
driving cattle, mules, hogs and sheep to 
the railroad stations, and selling them for 
what they could get. There is nothing for 
stock to feed on, and water ik scarce, all the 
small streams being dry. In the Senator's 
opinion one fifth of the popuiition will aave 
to be supported by the counties until the next 
harvest.

TO THE VERY DEATH. 


The Desperate Affray of Two Virginians 
—Each Killed Almost Instantly. 
Petersburg. Aug. 5. Dispatch to N. V. Herald. 

A horrible affray eccurred here this even- 
ing about half-past five o’clock, in which Jobn 
W. Green, « commission merchant of this 
city, and W. F. Lee, of Littleton, N. C.,were 
both killed. Green had just returned from 
Richmond on the four o’clock train, and, go- 
ing to Jarrett’s hotel, was iutroduced to Lee, 
who had arrived but a few minutes before on 
the mail train from tbe south. Lec had been 
drinbing heavily, ond Grecn was also very 
much irtoxicated. Lee asked Green to take 
a drink with him, and on the latter’s refusing, 
replied very in-ultingly. Green retorted by 
applying to him a most offensive epithet, and 
then both men went out for the purpose of 
settling the matier. Opposite the hotel is 
Tappev & Steel's foundry,to the yard of 
which the men repaired. Arriving there, 
Lee slapped Green three times, which the 
smaller man bore witboutresenting. a be- 
ing slapped the fourth time, however. Green 
drew his pistol and shot Lee, who, after be- 
ing shot, jumped upon (Grreen and sta >bed 
him in the throat. Lee lived only about five 


minutes, and Green expired a few minutes 
after Lee.

FROZEXK TO DRATà IN AUGUST. 


The Curious Fate that Overtook a New 
York Saloon Proprietor. 
From the New York Express. 

A small group of respecta*ly dressed men 
stood in front of the saloon at No. 318 Fourth 
avenue this morning, discussing somethiug .n 
a husbed tone. The front door was closed, 
the blinds down,and on the shutter was 

ted a paper en which was written, in leg: - 
e characters, “Closed on account of death.“ 
The bitter wail of a womaa was hear. from 
one of the upper 1ooms of the house. A 
middle-aged man, passing on his way up 
iown, joined the group, with whom he seem- 
ed familiar, and asked the cause of the un- 
usual circumstances. ‘Louis is dead,“ re- 
plied one ot them. Dead! I spoke to him at 
1 clock last night, replied the other. 
“Well, he was frozen to death after that.“ 
was the reply. The conversation had aug- 
mented the group. Frozen to 
death in New York in August—what 
are you giving us?“ ejaculated one of the 
new-comers, with an incredulous smile. ‘-He 
means he has been sunstruck,“ observed «a 
companion. I do not. I mean just what I 
ssy. Louis Ottersen was frozen to death.“ 
A reporter entered. Stretched on the floor, 
cold and stark, was the body of a» man who 
had been in vigorous health aud spirits at 1 
o’clock this morning. The features were 
placid and composed, so that the dead min 
res- mbicd a sleeping person. There were no 
indications of suffering in the features: every 
muscle was composed, and it was evident 
that the man had died a very easy death. 
Andrew Jacques, an actor, residing in the 
house, told a story the substance of which is 
as follows: The deceased was proprietor of 
the saloon which was called the College Hotel. 
At about 1 o’clock this morning he was in 
copversation with Mr. Jacques, and expressed 
his intention to close up. Jacques retired to 
his room. Ottersen did not go up stairs, and 
his wife came down to search for him. She 
found the place closed and concluded 
that her husband had gone out. She 
remained up all night crying. At 5 
o’clock the bartender, who resided in the 
house, came downto open the siloon. He 
found the kevs lying on the counter, and then 
knew that his emplover had not gone out. 
Search was then made. On descending tothe 
cellar the door of the immense ice-box was 
found to be closed, as usual. The bartender 
opened it and then his worst fears were real- 
ized. Sitting onthe chair was the missing 
man, apparently dead. Assistance was sum- 
moned and he was removed tothe har-room. 
Dr. Vanderpoel, of Twenty-fourth street, 
“was summoned and he asserted that the heart 
Was still beating, but thatthe man was dy- 
ing. In afew moments he was dead. A po- 
licemon was called in and the Coroner was 
votified. In reply to questions from the re- 
porter several of the friends of the deceased 
declared that the rumor that the man had 
committed suicide was groundless. Theysav 
that Ottersen was the jolliest and gavest 
man of their acquaintance. His tinancial 
circumstances were good und his domestic 
relations happy. His spirits were un— 
usually buoyant last night and he gave 
instructions to his emploves as to the ma- 
terials they were to purchase to-day. The 
probabilities were that he entered the box to 
obtain relief from the heat, that he fell asteep 
and was frozento death. They are certain 
he did not intentionally close the door of the 
ice-box, and incline to the theory that it sbut 
of itself while he was asleep. [ad it shut 
while he Was awake,it is clear he would 
have called for assistance, and his wife being 
up would have heard him. Death could not 
have resulted from suffocation, as there was 
a sulicient aperture to permit of the admis- 
sion Of enough air. His sudden sleep is ac- 
counted for by the supposition that he had 
some beerin him when he entered tbe box. 
He had been complaining of the heat for the 
past few days. Deceased was forty years 
vid, had been in this country for twenty-five 
vears, and fought in the Union army during 
the rebellion. He served in the Sixty-sixth 
regiment, and heid the rank of Adjutant. He 
was a member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. He was also secretary of a vocal so- 
ciety. He bears the reputation of having 
been sver good citizen. His wife is so much 
afflicted that she has hud to have medical as- 
sistance. 


MISS BLOOD’S WEDDING. 


The Brilliant Compauy that Met to See 
Lord Colin Campbell’s Bride.

Never had bride a lovelier wedding morn- 
ing than Thursday last. The sun shone 
brightly, but not so overpoweringly as on 
previous days, on the grass and trees that 
make the small church-vard of the Savoy 
chapel so beautiful, while the friends of Miss 
Blood and Lord Colin Campbell were assem- 
bling to witness their marriage. Some of the 
youthful bridesmaids had arrived very early, 
and were much exercised as to whether they 
were to fall into the bridal procession at the 
gate or at the church door. The latter proved 
to be the order of the day. Shortly after the 
six ladies, in their pretty pale blue lace-trim- 
med dresses, muslin fichus and mob caps, 
had ranged themselves in readiness for the 
bride, the Princess Louise arrived, leaning 
on the arm of the Duke of Argyll.

The Time-Consuming Match. 
From the Ottawa Free l’ress. 


Mr. Edward Prince, splint manufacturer, of 
Horseshoe Bay, Buckingham township, is 
authority for the statement that there are 
about twenty-two match factories in the Un- 
ited States and Canada and that the daily pro- 
duction—and consequently daily consumption 
—is about twenty-five thousand gross per 
day. Itmay seem a queer statement to make 
that ove hundred thousand hours of each 
successive day are spent by the people of the 
two countries in striking a light, but such is 
undoubtedly the case. In each gross of 
matches manufactured there are 144 boxes, 
so that the 25,000 gross produces 3,600,000 
boxes. Each box, at least those made in 


— 


| the States, where a duty of one cent upon 
every bex of matches is fevied—contains 100 
matches, eo that the number of matches pro- 
dneed and used daily amounts to 360,000,000. 
Courting that it takes a second to light eacd 
match—and it is questionable whether it can 
be dane in less time than that, while some 
men cceupy several minutes sometimes in 
trving tostrike a light, particularly When 
boozs—to lignt the. 36),000,000 would take 
just that number of seconds. This gives 
6,000,000 minutes, or 100,000 hours. In days 
of twenty-four hours each, it figures up to 
4.166 , and gives eleven years and five 
months. with a couple of days extra, as the 
time occupied during every twenty-four 
hours by the people of North Americi—not 
tiguring on the Mexicans—in striking mateh- 
cs. Freurive alittle further, it gives 4,159 
vears’ time in each year. The fact may seem 
umazing, but it is undoubtedly quite correct. 


PREPARATIONS AT YORKTOWN. 
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Laying Out the Grounds for a Military 
Camp—The Mooument. 
From the Balfimere Sun. 

Col. Wm. P. Craighil! returned from York- 
town yesterday, where he had been to lay out 
the grounds forthe military camp and ar- 
range numerous matters for the approaching 
celebration. He went carefully over the Tem- 
ple farm offered for the encampment grounds 
of the multitude, and made selections for the 
d fferent bodies to be located there. Near the 
Moore house on this farm will be located the 
Centennial Associations, the Masons will be in 
the same neighborhood, and the balance of 
the farm will be devoted to the military 
camp. The farm has an area of about four 
hundredacres. Col. Craizhill iocated exactly 
the sight of tbe monument, near the eastern 
edge of Yorktown, and the work of laying the 
foundation will be commenced at once. Two 
large piers will be built in addition to the 
tuo nowin existence. These piers will be 
placed one above and one below the 
present wharves, and the work will be push- 
ed vigorously forward. Investigations were 
made relative to furnishing the camp with 
water and for lighting it. A steam engine 
will be put up and water pumped from 

Vormley’s Creek and distributed in pipes 
througb the camp. It has not yet been de- 
cided whether to light the camp by electricity 
or by the ordinary method. An inquiry is 
being made into the cost of the different 
methods. Arrangements are also being 
made about supplying the camp with fuel, 
bedding, ete. Lorktow is not well supplied 
with material for the sustenance and comfort 
oi a large body of people, and everything 
needed fortbe camp will have to be carried 
there. The military camp has not vet been 
luid out, and the different States [will not be 
as signed their various positions until it is 
known exactly what amount of space they 
will require. The Masons will all be together 
and the military put by themselves. The 
thirteen original States will have a place to 
themselves, and will occupy the front

commission having in charge 
the design of the monument madea careful 
survey of the principal memorial columns of 
the word, thatthe Yorktown column should 
Le commensurate with its great historical 
compeers in scale and style and duly set forth 
the dignity of an event far more important in 
the historv of mankind than the triumphs of 
Trajan or Napoleon. From an architectural 
point of view it is composed of three princi- 
pa! parts: First, a base which, with its stvlo- 
ates and its pediments, is thirty-seven feet 
bigh and occupies an area of thirty-eight feet 
square upon the ground; second,a highly 
-culptured podium, twentv-five and one-half 
feet hich and thirteen feet in diameter, in the 
form ofa drum, supporting a column sixty 
feet high and at the base seven and one-baif 
feetin diameter. This shaft, for the sake of 
economy, is composed of a succession of 
drums or courses of masonry, which give 
practical reasons fora departure from the 
conventional treatment which belongs to mon- 
olithical shafts, the joints being marked by 
four bands decorated with laurel leaves, and 
justified by a decoration of stars symmetric- 
ally disposed upon them and breaking the 
outline of the column. The front sides of the 
base contain, first, an inscription dedicating 
the monument as a memorial of the victory: 
second, an inscription presenting a succinct 
narrative of the siege; third, the treaty of al- 
liance with the King of France, and fourth, 
the treaty of peace with the King of Enog- 
land. In the pediments over these four sides, 
respectively, are presented, curved in relief, 
lirst, emblems of nationality; second, em- 
blems of war; third, emblems of the alliance, 
and fourth, emblems of peace. The base is 
thus devoted tothe historical statement. It 
explains the subsequent incidents of the mon- 
umentai composition. which are intended to 
appealtothe imagination. The monument 
was designed by R. M. Hunt, Henry Van 
Brunt and J. Z. A. Ward.

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THE BRITISH CENSUS. 


Interesting Details With Regard to the 
Last Knumeration.;| 


English papers of recent date contain the 
first trustworthy details of the British censy. 
taken on the 4th of April last, from the pre- 
liminary abstracts issued by the Government. 
The totai population of the United Kingdom 
including the Isle of Man and Channe! Islands, 
togetbe: Withthe army, navy, and merchant 
seabian abroad, Was 30,246,562, consisting of 
17,255,447 males und 17,002,615 females. The 
tota in 1871 was 51,846,379, so that we have an 
increase Of 4,147. 236. To this vast number 
Scotland contributes 3,734,370, and Ireland 
5,159,830, the former having increased by 374, 
342, and the latter decre:sed by 252.538, since 
1871. The Isie of Men contributes 55,492, ang 
tie Channel Isiands 87,731. 

The army, navy and merchant seamen, in- 
elud ing 20,530 foreigners, contribute % +627, 
22,507 and 120,700 respectively, and these to- 
gether amount to 242.844. The population 
of England and Wales wis 25.968, 286, inctud- 
ing 12,624,754 males and 13,543,532 females, 
showing a net increase on the numbers for 
1871 of 3,256,020. England alone has a popu- 
lation of 24.005,591, consisting of 11,947,7 
males and 12,660,665 females, being an increase 
of 3, 113,200 during tbe last ten years. Of the 
counties Which have contributed 
to the increase of ‘population, 
Lancashire stands first, with an addition of 
634,730; Yorkshire takes second place with 
449,954: Middlesex bas increased by 579,049, 
and Surrey by 344,207. Durham, Kent, Staf- 
ford, Essex and Warwick each show an in- 
crease of over 100,000: and Buckinehaina, 
Devon, Norfoik, Oxford, Suffolk, Somerset 
and Wilts have respectively an in- 
crease of less than 10.000. Turning to Wales, 
we find that six counties show an increase 
and six a decrease, Carmarthen, Carnarvon, 
Denbigh, Flint, Glamorgan and Merioneth 
have an aggregate increase of 152,123, of 
which Glamorgan claims 115,818. The aggre- 
gute decrease of the rest is 9, 363. 
The total population of the prin- 
cipality is 1, 339.895, of which 677, 
028 aie males and 682, 867 females, the net in- 
crease since the census of 1871 being 142,760. 
The growth of the large Luglish towns bas 
been very unequal during the last ten years. 
Laaidop, of course, shows the createst expan- 
sion. Its population, which in 1871 was 
3,204,260, has now risen to 3,514,571, includ- 
ing 1,794,106 males and 2,020,465 females, thus 
giving a net increase of 560,311. Liverpool 
comes next with 552,425, being aa increase of 
59,079. Tue increase iv Birmingbam, which 
has now over 40,000 inhabitants, has been al- 
most equal to tuat in Liverpool. Two other 
municipalities overstep the 300, 000, namely, 
Mancbester and Leeds: but Manchester has 
falien off nearly 10,000, while Leeds has gain- 
ed some 50,000. Withla population of over 
200,000 there are two municipal boroughs, 
She ftield and Bristol, with an aggregate in- 
crease of about 70,000. 

Of the boroughs which in 1871 had a popu- 
lation exceeding 100,100, Portsmouth, Sal- 
ford, Bradford, Hull and Neweastle have ai! 
increased considerably, Salford standing pre- 
eminent with an addition of 50,0%. To this 
list must now be added Sunderland, Brighton 
and Nottingham, the last with an enormous 
increase of over 100,000. Coming to density 
of population, we find that Lancashire has 
nearly 1,707 souls to the square mile, aud 
extra-metropolitan Middlesex 1,304. Six 
other countie- in England and one in Wales 
nun ber over 500 to the square mile, in the 
following order: Durham with, 714; extra- 
metropolitan Surrey, Cheshire, Stafford- 
shire, Glamorgansaire and \orkshire, with a 
little over .

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Ine African Slave Trade Vigorous. 
From the London News. 

From time to time intellivenee reaches Eng- 
id trom the Soudan which leaves no room 
PF doubt that the Aran slave trade con- 

—— be in vigerous operation in that 
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the Red Sea, where they are disposed of to 
dealers from all parts of the Sultan’s domin- 
ions. Yet it is unquestionable that in 1879 
Col. Gordon dealt what promised to bea 
death-blow to the slave trade in the Soudan. 

His Lieutenant, Gessi Pasha, who has lately 
suffered terrible hardships, fought and beat 
the slave traders in a pitched battle, ih which 
they, relying upon superior numbers, made 
the first attack. Gessi Pasha inflicted a 
crushing defeat upon the slave traders, and 
liberated immense numbers of slaves. 

If Col. Gordon had been properly sup- 
ported by Tewfik Pasha, there is reason to 
believe that the slave trade would have been 
driven out of the Soudan. Since. his depar- 
ture his old enemies have toa great extent 
regained their former influence, and have 
succeeded in reviving ona large scale the 
tra fle in negroes. 

It is quite true that the traffic cannot be 
effectually suppressed until domestic slavery 
is abolished in Egypt, but yet Col. Gordon's 
experience shows that by the adoption ofa 
vigorous poy the number of victims may be 
greatly diminished, and the trade rendered 
both hazardous and unprofitable.

THE FACTS ABOUT MR. GARFIELD. 
The only facts about the President that 


seem to be conceded by all parties are about 


these: 

1. His normal pulse was about 70 per min- 
ute. His present pulse averages 100, and 
often goes much higher. 

2. He has lost about sixty pounds of flesh, 
and is naturally very feeble. 

3. At first all the physicians unanimously 
agreed and asserted that his liver was per- 
forated. Nowit is conceded that the liver 
was not touched at all. 

4. it was triumphantly telegraphed that 
Prof. BELL’s electric experiment had been a 
complete success in locating the bullet. 
Now, however, it leaks out that the physi- 
cians are yet quite uncertain where the 
bullet is. 

5. Dr. HAMILTON says the track of thé 
bullet, by curious and circuitous deflections, 
is so crooked that no ingenuity can possi- 
bly invent an instrument that will pass 
through the entire channel or track of the 
wound. Furthermore, that while this channel 
is only about 5 or 6 incaes by straight lines, it 
is, owing tothe crooked course of the bullet, 
actually about 12 inches in length. 

6. This long track is in process of suppura- 
tion, and itis of vital importance that none 
of the pus should in, as pus is a 
weakening corruption of the blood which is 
liable to produce blood poisoning and instant 
death.

NO DANGER. 

The Chicago Times quotes from a recent 
address of Judge AGNEW, of Pennsvivania, 
the following text lone essay on the 
„grave dangers’ of this country:

The danger which from indiscrimi— 
nate and easy naturalization “is seen where 
foreign customs, prejudices, opinions, and 
even religions, predominate; * * where 
justly-earned wealth is deemed robbery; hon- 
orable intelligence is aristocracy; difference 
of conditionis to be remedied by violence; 
even assassination justified; wholesome laws 
are opposed as unjust restraints; religion is 
mocked and Christian institutions defamed.’’ 
In this is seen the most distinctive 
characteristic of a no small part of 
American society, made up of naturalized 
Germans, Irish, French, Italians, Bohem- 
ians, and other Europeans. Of course, ina 
society constituted in its controlling part of 
French communists, or German Socialists, or 
Russian Nihilists, or Irish Fenians, any form 
or mode of popular political institutious ade- 
quate to the purposes of civilized government 
would be out of the question. Republican in- 
stitutions can not even be set up among a 
people who are unwilling to receive them, 
and, though they should be set up, can not be 
kept standing by a people who are incapable 
of doing whatis necessary to their mainten- 
ance and operation. There is no need of any 
argument to convince thoughttul people that 
these conditions are not found in anyof the 
classes indicated. The existence of such 
classes in the political body is, then, a source 
of danger to the political system, whose mag- 
nitude is only meusurable by the numbers 
which such Classes include.’’ 

This learned twaddle is part.of the general 
rush of gush to the head of the American 
press that occurred after GUITEAU’S shot 
startled the Republic and has not vet quite 
subsided. It may also be due to the error 
that GUITEAU was a “Frenchman,” a 
foreigner, not an American. zut this 
is most palpably without foundation in 
fact. Russian Nihilists or Irish Fenians

They are a mere drop in the ocean, as it were, 
hardly perceptible in the vastness of our 
population and the freedom of our institu- 
tions.

have surpassed the lowness of 
ANDREW JACKSON’S origin. Though he just 
happened to be born upon American 
his parents, Irish emigrants 
ofthe poorest and most ignorant character, 
had hardly been in this country more than a 
few months, and were not even naturalized 
atthe time. Jackson himself was so ignorant 
about his origin that he did not know whether 
he was bornin North orin South Carolina. 
Yet we are not aware that American history 
would read much better if it contained no 
mention of the battle of New Orleans, of 
JACKSON’S treatment of the national bank 
question and nuliitication, and his great 
patriotic administration generally. ALEX- 
ANDER HAMILTON and ALBERT GALLATIN 
were also foreigners, and we doubt whether 
the country lost much by their nat- 
uralization. In truth we can not see 
that the distinguished men of 
recent vears were naturalized at all. BILL 
TWEED and Jim Fisk;the Bancocks, BEL- 
KNAPS, DLAINES, BRADLEYS, Brapys, Don- 
SEYS, are all full native Americans. Gtr 
TEAU is no more a Frenchman than Senator 
BAYARD, of Delaware, whose name and an- 
cestry are equally French. GUITEAU was born 
in Freeport, III.; his father before him was 
boru in Utica, Néw York: his grandfather 
was horn in Vermont, and his great-vrand- 
father was born in Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 
If this makes CHARLES GUITEAU a French- 
man, then we are a nation of Frenchmen. 

No, no. There is not as much danger in 
naturalization as there is in the concentration 
of wealth and power, the formatton of privi- 
leged class¢ “ve influence of money m. poll - 
tics.

How the Western Breeze is Cook- 
ing the Town. 


All the Chances in Favor of a Thaw— 
108 Degrees in the Shade. 


Just how long the present hot spell is going 
to last is one of those interesting 
questions which nobody can solve. 
The present stress began about 
four days ago, and the Signal Service affords 
no hope that it will let up for 
an equal period to come. It will sur- 
prise many people in St. Louis to know 
that there was a shower here last night, 
a very slight one, it i$ true, but still enough 
to cause ruin tobe marked on the record. 
The vane at the Signal Service office points 
dead tothe west as though it were nailed 
to the pole, and nothing is 
to be boped tor fromthat direction. The 
long sandy slopes between St. Louis and the 
mountains have been baked by the sun until 
their radiation cooks the western wind 
into aii over-done Sirocco. 
Rain has fallen hardly anywhere. 


Slight showers in Yankton, Dakotah, and in 
other places. There is no rain In reach of St. 
Louis and no chance of the wind shifting to 
the north and northeast, whence a cooler 
temperature alone cau come. 

The tbermometic readings taken by Aloe, 
Hernstein & Co. for the day are: 


The readings at the Signal Service run about 
haifa degree higher, but 106is high enough 
in all conscience. The effect of this stress of 
weather throughout the city may be imag- 
ined. On change business is done 
al fresco, almost in cuerpo: the palmleaf fan 
and the shirt sleeve are as prevalent as pro- 
funity. Ice water tanks all over the town are 
suffering, and the beaded _perspira- 
tion which has been exuded 
in this city this dav would 
tiila brewery vat. Of course every one is 
ianguid and indifferent. Two or three degrees 
one way orthe other make little difference. 
It is a temperature down in the seventies that 
the people demand. St. Louis is no 
worse than other cities. Chicago is just ngw 
a bake-oven with fires in play. Fort Dodge 
thermometers are reaching for 115 in the 
shade, and all over the country reports are 
constantly coming in of high temperature 
und insolation. lo New York and at the al- 
leged summer resorts people are dying of 
sunatroke with a facility worthy 
of the Dry Tortugas, while at 
the south the heat is simply 
frightful. All the crops and grass are being 
hurnt up., the streams throughout the coun- 
try are going dry, and the one petition voiced 
from Maine to Arizona is for rain. 

THE MERCURY’S RANGE AT THE CITY HALL. 

When the sun gets well over into the west- 
ern heavens it strikes the low tar roof of the 
old tobacco warehouse on Chestnut street, 
along side the City Hall, and sends a heat 
wave into the open windows of the offices on 
that side which reminds the pious young 
men of the fiery furnace prepared 
for Meshach, Shadrach and Abednego. Then 
it is the mercury which has western expos- 
ure at the City Hall fairly bubbles. The 
readings of the thermometers very greatly in 
the different offices. Comptroller Adreon’s 
quarters are shownto bethe coolest in the 
whole building, averaging from two to six 
degrees lower than the others. 

PROSTRATION BY THE HEAT. 

After last night’s oppressive heat the Dis- 
pensary corps felt certain there would be use 
for the douche and the ice caps. They got 
the tubsin readiness and at 10 o’clock had the 
tirst call from the mounted district, an un- 
known laboring man having been prostrated 
in the suburbs. It was a bad case 
from the outset, but the doctors 
went to work vigorously. The condition of 
the vietim was still critical this afternoon. 

Thomas Lynch, a boy 11 years of age, was 
prostrated by the heat about 1:30 yesterday 
afternoon. He was taken to his home on 
Tayloravenue and Natural Bridge Road ina 
very critical condition. 

THE HEAT AND THE DEATH RATE, 

Three days of steady hot weather, with 
nights to match, always run up the. death 
rate. The increase since the first of the week 
bas been nearly a hundred per cent. It is 
not attributable directly to the heat,for there 
have been very few fatal cases of insolation. 
The heat, however, carries off a great many 
debilitated and weakened by various com- 
plaints who might linger and perhaps recover 
in more favorable weather. 


NO DOG SHOW. 


The St. Louis Kennel Club Throws up 
the Sponge. 

At a recent meeting of the St. Louis Ken- 
nel Club it was decided not to give their 
usual bench show in October. Mr. Charles 
Lincoln, who had come to this city from the 


Kast to superintend what was hoped would 
prove the finest dog show ever held in the 
United States, left the city for home yester- 
day. 


Releasing an Orphan. 

Theresa Heill, the young German orphan 
girl, concerning whom there was a proceed- 
ing in the Appellate Court afew days since, 
has been released from the St. Vincent’s 
German Orphanage by order of the board 
controlling that institution. It seems 


that the rules were violated in 
admitting a Zirl 17 years of 
age to the orphanage, the limit of age being 
placed at twelve. Theresa Heill was taken 
there by Father Franciscus, of St. Antheny’s 
Church, and one of the directors. A suburb- 
an gardener, who had sheltered the girl and 
adopted her as one of his own family, filed a 
petition for awritof habeas corpus, but it 
was dismissed upon the girl declaring her 
wish to go back to the orphanage.

THE INQUEST TO-DAY. 

The investigation into the death of Billy 
Louderman was resumed by the Coroner at 
10:30 this morning. Ex-Officer Charles 
Wolf was taken from the calaboose of the 
Central District, where he is still held, te 
the Coroner’s office. Yesterday F. L. Seave, 
an acquaintance of the deceased, Charlie: 
Wolf, the jex-police officer now in custody, 
Ofticer John Eagan, who saw Wolf and Low 
derman together, Joseph Mosely, who wit 
the shooting, Geo. Craig, 
Thomas Tuffey, Frank Moore, . 
W. Sanders, a reporter, Sergt. Campbe', 
Oflicer MeNamee, who were in the vicinity, 
Dr. C. V. T. Ludwig, who made the pos 
mortem examination, and Sergeant Watkins, 
acting chief of detectives, who testified to the 
different statements made by Wolf, were ex: 
amined. This morning 

OFFICER JAMES DUNN 
was the first witness examined. He testitied 
as follows: 1 am in the Central District: 
my beat is from Mertle to Cerre and from 
Sixth to Eleventh streets. When I arrived 
at the corner of Sixth and Myrtle streets Och. 
cer Quigley met me there with Officer Wichse. 
He told me that there had 
been a man killed at th 
corner of Sixth and Chestnut strects. H. 
said his name was Louderman and he was slivt 
by a man in shirt sleeves and a light stra" 
hat aod dark pants. I had an appointment 
to meet Bouderman atthe new Comique# 
11:25 tbat same night. I wentto the theater 
and asked Groper, the proprietor, whether bi 
had seen Louderman. Said he had, and |ook- 
ſug around seemed tobe surprised that h. 
had leit the place. Groper said that Louder: 
man and an ex-police officer had come out 0! 
the wine-room half on hour previous, 
Charley Linnisburg was sitting at the tabie 
with Groper, and the latter asked the former 
what the ex-officer’s name was, but he replied 
be did not know. Groper then called Henr' 
Pierce, who bas charge of the floor, and asked 
him. He said be didn’t know. I aske 
Groper to describe the man, Which he did. 
giving me a perfect description of the pri-on- 
er. I asked Groper was his name Wolf, and 
he said yes, that was the man, I then told 
him that Billy Louderman had been killed on 
Sixth and Chestnut streets. Groper said. 
‘It’s impossible; they have not been wa’ 
from here more than thirty-five or forty win- 
utes.’ Officer Viehle and I went to the corner 
of Seventh and Spruce, where we heard «cr! 
of murder and wateb from Seventh and Myrtle. 
We made two arrests there, and | staid 
around there. Officer Viehle came back wit! 
the order of Sergt. Schmittgens to arrest 
Wolf wherever we found him. [ started for 
his residence, on Fourth and Carr, going 
south on Seventh. After crossing Spruce we 
got a Sergeant’s signal from Seventh and lim, 
and returned to meet him. We met Wolf 02 
the east side of Seventh and the north side of 
Myrtle. I arrested him. He said he wa 
sent down here by Sergt. Campbell to repor 
to Sergts. Miller and Alex. Lal]. I told 
him I had orders to take him to the Fou! 
Courts. He said, ‘Allright, III go.’ Me 
Officer Henley, who wanted to go with me, 
Officer Viehle staying behind to talk to Secret 
Leonard. On the way up Clark avenue [feo 
ly asked Wolf, ‘Have you been at Sant 
with Louderman to-night? He said, ‘No, | le" 
Billy on Sixth and Market.“ Henley left me 
going north, and I took Wolf to the Font 
Courts with Officer Viehle, Who 3 
by this time overtaken us acuaill 
Serg. Schmittgens was in charge, and ¢ 
asked Mr. Wolf what he knew about thek 
ing. Hesaid that he knew nothing, that “ 
Sixth and Market, Billy said he was going ““ 
the Lindell Hotel, and he said good night 
and went and sat down in front 4 
Stout’s saloon, northeast corner of Sixth aud 
Market.

JohN C. ARMSTRONG 

was called next and testified: “At about P 
m. last Tuesday night Lwas sitting in front 
of wy place, the Health Office saloon, No.

Sixth, but very dark on Chestnut street. 
heard a pistol fired. I was looking in the di- 
rection where it was fired at that time aud 
saw two men standing on the southwest ct, 
ner. One of them was of about five fee! 
six or seven inches high, in white sbirt 
sleeves, and when the shot was tired he 
stepped from the house corner to the lamp- 
postaithecurb, The 
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fifty yards from the spot, but was alone and 
could not leave. I saw no One but these two 
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nut strgt.’ , 
OFFICER ABE MILLS 
testified that he saw Wolf at Fifth and Wash- 
ington avenue at 5 o’clock last Tuesday after- 
noon, when Louderman arrived there. They 
both went east without exchanging words, as 
if they had an appointment. 
JOUN c. GROPER, 
npg of the New Comique, testified that 
e knew Wolf about nine months, and the de- 
ceased two years. They went to his place 
between 8 and 9 o’clock on the night of the 
murder, and staid there for two or three 
hours. Wolf aud deceased went out twice 
together, and Louderman went out once alone, 
returning in about twenty minutes. 
About 10:45 o clock they left 
together. The deceased bid me 
rood night, and I said, ‘Take care of yourself, 
vou've been drinking a little.“ Wolf re- 
lied, J take care of him.’ They had 
— drinking some in my place. Wolf knew 
what he was doing; the deceased Was tight. 
They had no difficulty in my place. I stood 
fn front of my place for five minutes and saw 
them goto Sixth and Spruce. did not no- 
tice anybody come out of my place while 
standing there. I did not see any man in 
shirt sleeves go out after they left, nor did I 
see the prisoner andthe deceased in conver- 
sation. Louderman spoke totwo men in the 
front seat. One was dressed in gray, and the 
other in black clothes, the latter a small man 
weighing about 140 pounds and the former 
about 16), and being taller. The 
smaller man bad a small brown 
moustache while the taller oneJhad a long 
moustache. They were both river men and 
left before the show was out. at about 11:50. 
did not see them pull off their coats. 1 
learned of Louderman’s death before 11:50, 
but the two menin the front seat had left. I 
saw them at 11:20 take a drink at the bar. 
These two men were at the theater one night 
since the killing.“ 
JOHN LOONEY 
was called, but knew nothing of the murder. 
ANDREW MONTEITH, 
a hackman,zave the following statement: At 
a few minutes past 11, I was standing at the 
northeast corner of Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, with a friend. We saw four men 
upon the west side of Sixth, coming from 
Market. They appeared to be quarreling 
andtalking a little louder than usual. My 
fri nd said, Look ou’, there's going to be a 
aht,“ These four men came in a bunch, in 
couversation with one another. When they 
eame to the southwest corner they halted. 
‘The smallest man in the crowd, dressed in 
black, stepped off of the sidewalk; as he did 
vo the crowd vathered around him again. 
The largest man in the party got to the north 
of him again, When he raised his band and 
tired at the smaller man in dark clothes. The 
other three men of the party were alongside 
of him: they were in a bunch 
and scuilled a second. | saw the 
Small man fall. The three men stayed abou 
three seconds when one said, Come let's go, 
and they went west on Chestuut street. I did 
not see them turn. If I had not had my 
team there I think I could have caught them, 
at least one of them, and my friend another. 
He wanted to go, but I would not leave my 
horses. When 1 first saw the party of four 
coming up Sixth they were about one third 
ofa block south of Chestnut. After the three 
men ran away I went to the deceased,who was 
lying on his back inthe gutter with tis head 
towards Sixth street. I saw blood on his 
face. I belped to remove him to the drug 
store. I saw no billy around on the ground. 
| could have seen persons coming east on the 
south side of Chestnut street, but did not see 


them.“ 
JOHN C. CHAPMAN, 

the ex-Chief of Detectives, was only half a 
blook distant at the time of the murder. He 
testified as follows: When I heard the shot 
ear No. 28 was passing the corner. Two 
men in their shirt sleeves jumped from 
their seats, ran to the rear latform 
and jumped off the ear to the west side. Both 
werein theirshirt sleeves and wore white 
straw hats. One of them had his coat on his 
arm. The car moved slowly on,andthetwo men 
went slowly tothe corner. I did not see the 
men passing on the west side of Sixth street, 
towards Chestnut, and heard no quarreling. 
The men that jumped off the car could not 
have done the shooting, for the report of the 

pistol was too light and it must have been a 
small calibre. I saw two men in shirt sleeves 
and white straw hats disappear up Chestnut 
street.“ 

At 12:45 a recess of fifteen minutes was 
taken, after which the jury retiredto deliber- 
ate, all the testimony being in. 

THE VERDICT. 

Verdict: That W. E. Louderman came to 
his death at about 11:15 p. m., August, 1881, 
at the southeast corner of Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, from the effects of a 
fracture of the third cervical vertebra, inflct- 
ed by a bullet fired from a revolver or 
pistol in the hands of some man 
to this jury unknown at the soutwest corner 
of Sixth and Chestnut afew minutes before 
he died, and the jury further ind that Chas. 
R. Wolf is an accessory after the act. 

When Wolf was told of the action of the 
jury he was locked up in the calaboose, 

le said: ‘‘I did not expect that. 

1 thought that the jury would 
exonerate me. My sworn statement made 
before the Coroner yesterday is the only one I 
can make. It wasthe truth and the whole 
truth.“ Concerning the other state- 
ments, he said they were made 
under excitement. Mr. Martin, his 
attorney, will endeavor to give bond to-mor- 
row. Acting Chief Huebler says the verdict 
is very proper and that the police wil! fasten 
a case on the prisoner without trouble.

5. Dr. HAMILTON says the track of thé 
bullet, by curious and circuitous deflections, 
is so crooked that no ingenuity can possi- 
bly invent an instrument that will pass 
through the entire channel or track of the 
wound. Furthermore, that while this channel 
is only about 5 or 6 incaes by straight lines, it 
is, owing tothe crooked course of the bullet, 
actually about 12 inches in length. 

6. This long track is in process of suppura- 
tion, and itis of vital importance that none 
of the pus should remain in, as pus is a 
weakening corruption of the blood which is 
liable to produce Mood poisoning and instant 
death. 

7. In the case of Mr. GARFIELD this tendency 
to the formation of pus cavities has shown 
itself plainly, and twice since the shooting 
was GARFIELD’s life only by the 
prompt use of the knife.

NO DANGER. 

The Chicago Jimes 

address of Judge AGNEW, of Pennsvivania, 

the following text of a lone essay on the 
„grave dangers’ of this country:

The danger which comes from indiscrimi— 
nate and easy naturalization ‘‘i~ seen where 
Opinions, and

foreign customs, prejudices, 
even religions, predominate ; 
justly-earned wealth is deemed robbery; hon- 
orable intelligence is aristocracy; difference 
of conditionis to be remedied by violence; 
even assassination justified; whole-ome laws 
are opposed as unjust restraints; religion i- 
mocked and Christian institutions defamed.’’ 
In this is seen the most distinctive 
characteristic of a no small part of 
American society, made up of naturalized 
Germans, Irish, French, Italians, Bohem- 
ians, and other Europeans. Of course, ina 
society constituted in its controlling part of 
French communists, or German Socialists, or 
Russian Nihilists, or Irish Fénians, any form 
or mode of popular political institutious ade- 
quate to the purposes of civilized government 
would be out of the question. Republican in- 
stitutions can not even be set up among a 
people who are unwilling to receive them, 
and, though they should be set up, can not be 
kept standing by a people who are incapable 
of doing whatis necessary to their mainten- 
ance and operation. There is no need of any 
argument to convince thouglittul people that 
these conditions are not foundin anyof the 
classes indicated. The existence of such 
classes in the political body is, then, a source 
of danger to the political system, whose mag- 
nitude is only meusurable by the numbers 
which such Classes include.’’ 

This learned twaddle is part.of the general 
rush of gush to the head of the American 
press that occurred after GUITEAU’S shot 
startied the Republic and has not vet quite 
subsided. It may also be due to the error 
that GUITEAU was a “Frenchman,” a 
foreigner, not an American. zut this 
is most palpably without foundation in 
fact. Russian Nihilists or Irish Fenians 
are nomore dangerous to this Republic than 
naturalized Englishmen or Scotchmen. 
They are a mere drop in the ocean, as it were, 
hardly perceptible in the vastness of our 
population and the freedom of our institu- 
tions. The very children of these Fenians 
or Nihilists are possible Presidents and cer- 
tain Americans tothe core.

have 
ANDREW JACKSON’S origin. 
happened to be born upon American 
soli, his parents, Irish emigrants 
ofthe poorest and most ignorant character, 
had hardly been in this country more than a 
few months, and were not even naturalized 
atthe time. Jackson himself was so ignorant 
about his origin that he did not know whether 
he was bornin North orin South Carolina. 
Yet we are not aware that American history 
would read much better if it contained no 
mention of the battle of New Orleans, of 
JACKSON’S treatment of the national bank 
question and nuliitication, and his great 
patriotic administration generally. ALEX- 
ANDER HAMILTON and ALBERT GALLATIN 
were also foreigners, and we doubt whether 
the country lost much by their nat- 
uralization. In truth we can not see 
that the distinguished men of 
recent years were naturalized at all. BIL 
TWEED and Jim Fisk;the Bancocks, BEL- 
KNAPS, DLAINES, BRADLEYS, Brapys, Don- 
SVS, are all full native Americans. Ger- 
TEAU is no more a Frenchman than Senator 
BAYARD, of Delaware, whose name and an- 
cestry are equally French. GUITEAU was born 
in Freeport, III.; his father before him was 
boru in Utica, Néw York: his grandfather 
was born in Vermont, and his great-vrand- 
father was born in Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 
If this makes CHARLES GuITEAU a French- 
man, then we are a nation of Frenchmen. 
No, no. There is not as much danger in 
naturalization as there is in the concentration 
of wealth and power, the formatton of privi-

How the Western Breeze is Cook- 
ing the Town. 


All the Chances in Favor of 2 Thaw— 
108 Degrees in the Shade. 


Just how long the present hot spell is going 
to last is one of those interesting 
questions which nobody can solve. 
The present stress bezan about 
four days aco, and the Signal Service aff ords 
no bope that it will let up for 
an equal period.to come. It will sur- 
prise many people in St. Louis to know 
that there was a shower here last night, 
a very slight one, it i$ true, but still enough 
to cause ru in t de marked on the record. 
The vane at the Signal Service office points 
dead tothe west as though it were nailed 
to the pole, end nothing is 
to be boped tor from that direction. The 
long sandy slopes between St. Louis and the 
mountains have been baked by the sun until 
their radiation cooks the western wing 
into aii over-done Sirocco. 
Rain has fallen hardly anywhere. 


Slight showers in Yankton, Dakotah, and in 
There is no rain in reach of St. 
Louis and no chance of the wind shifting to 
the north and northeast, whence à cooler 
temperature alone can come. 

The tbermometic readings taken by Aloe, 
fiernstein & Co. for the day are: 


The readings at the Signal Service run about 
haifa degree higher, but 106 is high enough 
in all conscience. The effect of this stress of 
weather throughout the city may be imag- 
ined. On change business is done 
al fresco, almost in cuerpo: the palmleaf fan 
and the shirt sleeve are as prevalent as pro- 
funity. Ice Water tanks all over the town are 
suffering, and the beaded perspira— 
tion which has been exuded 
in this city this dav would 
tiila brewery vat. Of course every one is 
languid and indifferent. Two or three degrees 
one way or the other make little difference. 
It is a temperature down in the seventies that 
the people demand. St. Louis is no 
worse than other cities. Chicago is just ngw 
a bake-oven with fires in play. Fort Dodge 
thermometers are reaching for 115 in the 
shade, and all over the country reports are 
constantly coming in of high temperature 
undinsolation. lo New York and at the al- 
leged summer resorts people are dying of 
-unstroke with a facility worthy 
of the Dry Tortugas, while at 
the south the heut Is simply 
frightful. All the crops and grass are being 
hurnt up. the streams throughout the coun— 
try are going dry, and the one petition voiced 
from Maine to Arizona is for rain. 

THE MERCURY’S RANGE AT THE CITY HALL. 

W hen the sun gets well over into the west- 
ern heavens it strikes the low tar roof of the 
old tobacco warehouse on Chestnut street, 
along side the City Hall, and sends a heat 
wave into the open windows of the offices on 
that side which reminds the pious young 
men of the tiery furnace prepared 
for Meshach, Shadrach and Abednego. Then 
it is the mercury which has western expos- 
ure at the City Hall fairly bubbles. The 
readings of the thermometers very greatly in 
the different offices. Comptroller Adreon’s 
quarters are shown to bethe coolest in the 
whole building, averaging from two to six 
degrees lower than the others. 

PROSTRATION BY THE HEAT. 

After last night’s oppressive heat the Dis- 
pensary corps felt certain there would be use 
for the douche and the ice caps. They got 
the tubsin readiness and at 10 o’clock had the 
tirst call from the mounted district, an un- 
known laboring man having been prostrated 
in the suburbs.

The heat, however, carries off a great many 
debilitated and weakened by various com- 
plaints who might linger and perhaps recover 
in more favorable weather.

THE INQUEST TO-DAY. 

The investigation into the death of Billy 
Louderman was resumed by the Coroner at 
10:30 this morning. Ex-Officer Charles 
Wolf was taken from the calaboose of the 
Central District. where he is still held, to 
the Coroner’s office. Yesterday F. L. Seaver, 
an acquaintance of the deceased, Charles 
Wolf, the jex-poliee officer now in custody, 
Officer John Eagan, who saw Wolf and Lov

OFFICER JAMES DUNN

The public has not forgotten, unless its 
memory is bad, the troubles,matrimonial and 
financial, of Billy Emerson, which, during bis 
former residence here, kept the name of the 
gay minstrel frequently before the courts.

Before they could convert this col- 
jateral into coin the jolly minstrel had skipped 
Her land and sea and was clattering the 
bones for the delectation of another con- 
tinent. Upon his return a few weeks ago 
the firm bethoughtthem of the notes and 
resolved upon one moreattempt to realize. 
They were aware that the festive man of the 
burnt cork was reputed to have some jewels, 
suidto be of the market value of 8,000, 
and they sued out writs of at- 
tachment and garnisheed the _ jewels, 
which he, the manager of the minstrel 
troupe, or the proprietor of the Russ House, 
was supposed to hold. Upon this they pro- 
cured an order of examination from a court 
commissioner to determine the whereabouts 
of the jewels. The examination took place 
on Saturday last. The proprietor of the Russ

THIEF-TAKERS in BROAGCLOTH. 


Gentlemen Paid to Attend Wed- 
dings and Watch Presents. 


Wherein They Differ From the Ordinary 
“Fly Cop” and His Ways. 


A few days ago a gentleman, giving his 
name as James L. Laitner, called at the Four 
Courts and obtained permission to examine 
the pictures of the Rogues’ Gallery. While iu 
the Police Department of the buil@ing he 
happened into the reporters’ room, where a 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter was at work. Af- 
ter making some general inquiries he asked 
forthe residence of ex-Chief of Detectives 
Chapman, to whom he had been referred by 
a friend at police headquarters in 
New York. Yesterday he called on that 
gentleman and stated he was a detective and 
entering upon a new branch of the business, 
which he proposed to prosecute extensively 
in New York, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Denver, 
Col., Philadelphia, Chicago and Baltimore, 
He then explained his business as follows: 
„ have called on you, Mr. Chapman, to get 


this city. I propose to open a detective 
n this city, for doing society work 
alone, such as copping at wed- 
dings and social affairs and such 
work.“ In reply to a question propounded 
by a reporter who was present, he said: 
This is rather a novel undertaking, but I 
think will be very successful. I have followed 
it in connectien with my other duties while in 
the employ of a private detective agency in 
New York. There are few men on the detec- 
tive staffs in large cities who have the ability 
to perform the duties. They frequently lack 
the education or refinement, and from their 
continual contact with petty thieves are 
rendered ill-manmered almost. The only 
man I know who is a success at this 
business is a young man named 
George W. Lanthier, in the Detective Bureau 
at Central Police Office, New York. He is a 
young man, and when arrayed in a Prince 
Albert or steel-pen he makes a fine appear- 
ance: is polite, well-informed, and has a 
good flow of language, every one of which 
qualities is almost absolutely mecessary. 
There are a dozen stylish weddings or high- 
toned affairs in every large city during a 
season. At these valuable presents are 
made. Diamonds and jewelry, fine cut-glass 
and silver tableware are exhibited and 
handled by all the guests and ofter left un- 
noticed in the latter part of the festivities by 
all. Mow there is always a chanceffor a sneak 
thief entering the house, a dishonest visitor 
about, or some one present, supposably at the 
host’s invitation, who§might be tempted to 
pocket some valuable stone or piece of jewelry 
where so many opportunities are of- 
fered. It is to guard against these thefts that 
I propose to get up this agency.”’ 

‘Have you done much of this werk your- 


self?“ 

„Nes, I have done it frequently. We 
go about it in this way. We are notified a 
day or two beforehand of the wedding, giv- 
ing us time to visit the house, see all the 
apartments and learn thejarrangements for 
the disposition ef the guests, their clothes, 
wraps, etc., and where the presents will be 
placed. We now have the lay“ of things as 
you mighttermit. In the evening f repair to 
tho residence a little later than the other 
guests, but effect a quiet entrance, so J] am 
not present with afew who may discuss my 
identity, nor do lL arrive heralded like the others 
when I might eneounter the same fatal 
difticulty. So with some excuse to the ser- 
vant I manage to be on the scene without 
any one being the wiser. My stand is near 
the wedding presents if they are near the 
guests. I soon have an opportunity to ex- 
amine the faces ofthe guests, and can easily 
learn their relations and the position of their 
right at the celebration.’’ 

**Are the thefts done by kleptomaniacs or 
professional thieves ?’’ 

„Well, there are a number of sources 
of danger to be avoided. There 
are few thieves about the country who can 
vain admission to a residence on the pretext 
of being invited, and so conduct themselves 
as to escape suspicion. The first great diffi- 
culty with them is to make acquaintances. To 
do this they must takegome large risks, but 
it is the only course open to them, for should 
they move about without speaking to any 
one they would soon be noticed and inform- 
ed tbat they must have made 
a mistake in the house, as 
the host failed to remember 
the guest. By making inquiries about the 
presents and showing some knowledge of the 
artistic workmanship be soon makes his 
— In the crowding of the guests the 
sleptomaniac finds rare chances, and often 
under the full glare of a dozen gas jets they 
will steal some Valuable. Their detection is 
comparatively easy àud no prosecution is ever 
made.’’

SANGUINE STRIKERS. 
rning Meeting of the Tinners—Every- 
xe thing Reported Favorable. 
Nearly seventeen years ago the tinners of 


St. Louis struck for better Wages: 


returned te the United States, and the influx 
into this city of members of the tinners’ 
craft produced a demoralization in prices. 
Sothemen came out of the shops. Since 
that time nothing has occurred to cause dis- 
sutisfaction until now. The way thatthe 
striking tinners explain the present action 
is as follows: They say that 
for some time past rival firms 
in St. Louis have been cut- 
ting on each other, and instead of the bosses 
meeting and agreeing upon a living price at 
which their merchandise should be sold, they 
have been waging a discount war on each 
other. This, of course, lessened the profits» 
and, being unwilling to sell on so small a mar- 
gin, the wages of workmen have been sliced 
into in orderto make up the deficit. This 


thing they claim, has gone on until tinners can 
no longer maintain their families; hence the 
strike. The deliberations of the tinners, 
though enthusiastic, have been marked with 
a commendable degree of order and parlia- 
mentary o¥servance. A large number of work- 
men were present at Tivoli Hall at 10 o’clock 
this moraing, when W. F. Robison called the 
union te order. A call for reports 
from committees being made, com- 
munications were received from James Hal- 
pin and A. Knabie’s shops, saying they 
would accept the new price list. A verbat 


message from any firm will not be received | 


by the union, but a written statement is 
required over the signature ef the shops 
making the concession.

FATHER BETTS. 


He Relates His Experience at the 
Secret Irish Convention. 


The Chicago Journalists Nonplassed— 
All the Published Reports 
Kidiculous. 


The Rev. George C. Betts, rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church, returned to tower this 
morning from Chicago and the Northwest. 
His name having been identified with the

mer House,Chicago, which lasted several days 
ald over which the zealous voung clergy- 
man was said to have presided in its latter 
stages. Mr. Betts, or Father Betts’’ as he 
is familiarly termed from his acknowledged 
ritualistic tendency and practice, has made 
no secret here of his earnest 
sympathy with the Irish cause and 
two years since he lectured at the Library 
Hallin aid of the Land League fund. At 
the present time the hoardings in Chicago 
announce his name on the list of prominent 
speakers at a mammoth picnic of the League, 
to take place onthe 15th prox. Having re- 
ceived the reporter very courteously, the en- 
thusiastic young divine proceeded to speak 
of his connection with the meeting in Chicago, 
in substance as follows: 

„The reports which have been published in 
the newspapers of that meeting atthe Pal- 
mer House bave not contained one scintilla 
of truth or fact. So far wide of the truth 
bave all those statements been indeed that to 
those who were present the press stands 

IN A RIDICULOUS ATTITUDE 
to-day. No one is particularly hurt by all those 
misrepresentations, although I feel a little 
sore myself atsome of the papers here for 
the way in which I have been alluded toin 
connection with that meeting. The repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago press are supposed 
to be among the smartest men in the coun- 
try, for I know something about journalism 
myself, but in this instance they have 
most miserably failed. It has been 
a matter of exceeding joy to us 
to feel that the newspapers have been non- 
plussed.
